Craft  Corner 

Acushnet's  Handi-Work  Finds  a  Niche

Mary  Rezendes  of  Acushnet  has  become  both 
teacher  and  pupil  since  establishing  the  Handi-Work  Shop 
in  the  town's  South  Main  Street  plaza.  When  she  initially 
started  a  program  last  June  for  her  22-year-old  disabled 
daughter,  Alaina,  and  two  of  her  friends  who  had  just 
finished  school,  she  didn't  realize  the  scope  and 
importance  of  the  undertaking.  But  now,  she  understands 
the  value  of  her  work  ...  and  that  her  students  learn  much 
more  than  craft-making. 

"I've  always  been  interested  in  making  different 
types  of  crafts,"  Ms.  Rezendes  said.  "I  used  to  teach 
crocheting  at  different  schools  ...  and  I  figured  if  I  could 
teach  a  class  of  16  people,  I  could  teach  smaller  sessions  of 
people  with  special  needs." 

With  this  in  mind,  Ms.  Rezendes  started  teaching 
classes  out  of  her  Acushnet  home,  but  quickly  found  that 
the  project  had  outgrown  its  accommodations.  With  four 
people  under  her  supervision  and  a  stockpile  of 
completed  craft  projects,  she  sought  a  location  which 
would  better  suit  her  needs.  So  in  December  of  last  year, 
she  moved  into  a  vacant  site  at  the  Acushnet  Plaza  on 
South  Main  Street.  The  new  location  serves  a  dual 
purpose  by  providing  a  store  front  from  which  the  crafts 
can  be  sold,  and  an  ample  back  classroom  area  where  the 
staff  members  come  each  day  to  work  on  their  projects. 

"1  started  this  (project)  to  give  my  daughter  and 
her  friends  something  to  do,"  Ms.  Rezendes  said.  "Most 
developmentally  disabled  people  have  difficulty  with 
motor  skills,  because  they  can't  process  information  the 
way  other  people  do.  But  (my  students)  have  done  very 
well.  Everything  in  (the  shop)  was  made  by  them." 

The  shop's  unique  craft  offerings  include  wooden 
clocks  adorned  with  painted  stencil  designs,  personalized 
hand-painted  banners  and  tote  bags,  seasonal  gift  dolls 
and  candy  baskets,  and  crocheted  and  knitted  wall 
hangings  and  rugs. 

"They  all  do  beautiful  work,"  Ms.  Rezendes  said, 
referring  to  her  four-person  staff.  "And  they  enjoy  people 
coming  in  and  looking  at  their  work." 

Ms.  Rezendes  said  the  workday  is  broken  into 
two  shifts,  essentially.  The  shop  is  open  from  10:00  am  to 
4:00  pm,  and  her  daughter  and  partner,  Lori  Donnelly, 
handles  the  daily  shop  operation  in  the  morning.  From 
12:30  to  4:00  pm,  Ms.  Rezendes  supervises  her  craft  crew, 
which  can  range  from  one  member  to  all  four,  depending 
on  their  schedule. 

During  a  recent  visit,  three  of  Ms.  Rezendes' 
students  were  working  on  latch-hook  designs  for  wall 
hangings  and  rugs.  "When  all  four  are  here  together,  it 
can  be  difficult  to  help  everyone,"  she  said.  "But  they  all 
are  given  specific  responsibilities  and  are  required  to  clean 
up  their  work  area." 

Although  the  Acushnet  shop  is  now  serving  only 
four  people  with  special  needs,  Ms.  Rezendes  added  that 


the  door  is  always  open  for  others.  "Anyone  in  the  area 
who's  physically-challenged  is  welcome  to  come  ...  either 
once  a  week  or  everyday,"  she  said.  "We  also  can  always 
use  volunteers  to  help  supervise  the  class  and  work  at  the 
shop.  Many  times  older  people  are  looking  for  something 
to  do  with  their  time  ...  this  is  a  perfect  project  for  them. 
And  it's  very  rewarding  because  (the  students)  provide  so 
much  love  and  respect." 

The  crafts  which  are  sold  at  the  shop  are  all 
moderately-priced,  and  Ms.  Rezendes  noted  that  the 
money  is  used  to  purchase  materials  for  future  craft 
projects  and  to  run  the  shop  on  a  daily  basis.  She  is  also 
hoping  to  be  able  to  qualify  for  non-profit  status  so  that 
they  might  apply  for  grants  and  other  funding  sources, 
since  they  are  "just  getting  by"  on  their  existing  budget. 

But  it's  clear  that  Ms.  Rezendes  did  not  get  into 
this  business  for  profit.  She  gladly  devotes  all  her  time 
and  energy  into  helping  a  group  of  people  who  are  often 
ignored  or  misunderstood.  "The  real  reason  I  started  this 
was  not  to  open  a  gift  shop,  but  to  give  them  a  reason  to 
get  up  everyday,"  she  said. 

Since  opening  in  December,  Ms.  Rezendes  said

interest  in  the  project  has  continued  to  grow.  She's 
received  tremendous  support  from  people  in  the 
community  —  many  who  help  by  purchasing  crafts  and 
donating  their  time  and  money  to  the  project  —  and  she 
also  hopes  the  idea  will  spread  to  other  cities  and  towns.

the  Board  of  Selectmen  that  the  town  stands  to  save 
anywhere  from  $150,000  to  $200,000  by  refinancing  the 
bond,  which  was  originally  issued  in  1989  when  interest 
rates  stood  at  over  7  percent.

Marion  Special  Town  Meeting 

March  10  -11,1997

■  A  Special  Town  Meeting  was  called  order  for  the  Town  of 
Marion  in  the  auditorium  of  Sippican  School  on  Monday,  March  10  at  7:10  pm 
by  Town  Moderator  David  B.  Titus.

old,"  Mr.  Walker  said.  "(The  Planning  Board)  has  tried  to  create  the  proper 
balance  between  governing  the  growing  population  and  maintaining  the 
rural  character  of  the  town." 

Mr.  Walker  noted  that  the  17  articles  which  appear  on  the  warrant 
could  be  broken  down  into  three  categories:  Articles  SI  through  S5  dealt  with 
"Residential"  zoning  issues.  Articles  S6  through  S12  dealt  with  "Business" 
zoning  matters,  and  Articles  S13  through  S17  would  cover  "Procedure."  Mr. 
Walker  added  that  the  Planning  Board  held  five  public  meetings  prior  to  the 
Special  Town  Meeting  to  gather  input  and  opinion  from  residents  on  these 
by-law  amendments.  "We've  received  a  great  deal  of  input  and,  as  a  result, 
we'll  be  making  major  changes  in  Articles  SI,  S2,  and  S7  on  the  floor  tonight," 
he  said. 

Article  SI,  which  would  greatly  limit  the  rate  of  development  in 
the  town,  was  a  source  of  heated  debate  among  Town  Meeting  voters.  Mr.

Walker  noted  that  the  newly-added  section  to  the  zoning  by-laws  would,  if 
approved,  limit  the  number  of  building  permits  issued  in  the  town  to  26  per 
year  for  each  of  the  next  five  years.  "This  is  not  a  moratorium  on  building 
permits  in  town,"  he  said.  "A  moratorium  would  put  a  stop  to  all  building 
permits.  This  is  more  along  the  lines  of  good  growth  management." 

But  resident  Claude  Miquelle,  who  works  as  an  architect  in  town, 
protested  the  measure,  saying  it  would  greatly  effect  his  business.  "I'm 
concerned  about  the  effect  (this  by-law)  would  have  on  the  economy  of 
many  people  in  this  town,"  Mr.  Miquelle  said.  "There  are  many  people  who 
work  in  the  construction  (and  related)  fields  in  Marion ...  and  this  looks  to 
me  as  though  it  will  cut  into  my  business.  I  applaud  the  Planning  Board's 
efforts,  but  I  think  this  particular  article  is  a  bit  Draconian  in  its  effects  on 
local  business  owners." 

Mr.  Walker,  however,  said  the  Planning  Board  has  been  sensitive 
to  the  needs  of  local  business  owners.  "I  think  the  Planning  Board  has  been 
mindful  of  the  effect  this  (by-law)  would  have  on  local  business,"  he  said. 
"But  I  also  think  that  Marion  has  been  able  to  handle  a  1.5  percent  growth 
rate  over  the  last  few  years.  This  by-law  is  a  guideline,  a  balancing  test." 

Mr.  Walker  added  that  the  by-law  will  only  be  in  place  for  five 
years,  after  which  Town  Meeting  will  have  to  decide  if  it  should  be  renewed, 
discarded,  or  replaced.  He  also  stressed  that  if  a  development  or  project 
comes  before  the  Planning  Board  which  they  consider  has  redeeming  value 
for  the  town,  a  Special  Permit  can  be  issued  under  the  stipulations  of  the  by- 
law. 

"I  don't  think  a  town  can  make  zoning  changes  without  some 
pain,"  Mr.  Walker  said.  "I  know  I've  seen  several  large  developments  come 
into  town  of  late,  and  not  one  local  tradesman  was  hired  to  work  on  them."

Inspector  return  incomplete  applications  for  a  building  permit  within  three 
days,  voters  approved  Article  SI  by  a  2/3  majority. 

Article  S2,  which  established  a  section  on  "Subdivision  Phasing" 
in  the  zoning  by-laws,  was  amended  so  that  any  tract  of  land  divided  into 
more  than  seven  lots  would  fall  under  the  stipulations  of  the  Subdivision 
Control  Act.  The  warrant  incorrectly  stated  10  lots,  which  was  not  the 
Planning  Board's  original  intent.  There  being  no  discussion  on  this  article,  it 
was  unanimously  approved  by  the  voters. 

Under  Article  S3,  voters  were  asked  to  amend  a  section  of  the 
zoning  by-laws  dealing  with  "Rear  Lots."  The  wording  of  section  8.4  of  the 
by-law  was  amended  to  read:  "Individual  lots  in  Residence  Districts  need  not 
have  the  required  amount  of  lot  frontage,  provided  that  all  of  the  following 
conditions  can  be  met  for  each  individual  lot  lack  such  frontage."  There  being 
no  objections,  the  article  was  approved  via  unanimous  vote. 

Voters  also  unanimously  approved  Article  S4,  which  would  add  a 
new  section  (8.9)  to  the  zoning  by-laws  concerning  "Driveway  Regulations." 
Much  of  these  additions  and/or  changes  were  simply  a  restating  or  adjusting 
of  the  town's  existing  by-laws. 

Article  S5,  however,  became  the  second  bone  of  contention  of  the 
first  evening,  with  voters  criticizing  both  the  maximum  building  height  for 
residential  buildings  and  the  so-called  features  of  buildings  as  defined  in  the 
by-laws. 

"Many  residential  homes  are  built  inside  the  flood  plain,"  said  Jim 
Muse,  a  Martapoisett  resident  who  owns  land  in  Marion.  "Because  of  the  new 
height  limitations  you've  set,  many  traditional  two-story  Cape  houses  won't 
be  able  to  include  a  cellar." ' 

With  these  concerns  in  mind,  voters  turned  down  Article  S5,  which 
failed  to  garner  the  necessary  2/3  majority  to  pass. 

Planning  Board  member  Donald  Kusza  noted  that  Article  S6  —

which  would  establish  a  limited  business  district  along  portions  of  Route  6  — 
would  be  withdrawn  from  consideration  since  the  Planning  Board  wanted 
more  time  to  fine  tune  the  wording.  "There  were  two  areas  which  were 
troublesome,"  Mr.  Kusza  said.  "First,  the  grandfathering  mechanism  to 
protect  existing  businesses  wasn't  clear ...  and  second,  as  originally  proposed, 
everyone  would  have  to  declare  intended  use  under  the  new  by-laws.  We 
decided  we  needed  more  time  to  address  this  changes." 

With  that,  voters  unanimously  agreed  to  postpone  Article  S6 
indefinitely,  and  will  likely  reconsider  it  on  the  Annual  Town  Meeting 
warrant  this  summer. 

The  high  point  of  the  first  session  of  the  Special  Town  Meeting  was 
discussion  and  debate  over  Article  S7,  which  would  effectively  establish  a 
"Mixed  Use  Business  Park"  district,  or  an  industrial  park,  in  Marion. 
According  to  Planning  Board  member  Donald  Kusza,  there  is  an 
approximately  200-acre  parcel  of  land  off  Route  6  which  would  be  ideal  for

Residents  Of  Rochester-Marion-Acushnet 
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this  purpose.  And,  as  Mr.  Kusza  pointed  out,  only  10  percent  of  the  town's 
existing  tax  base  is  commercial.  The  Planning  Board  hoped  to  expand  the  tax 
base  by  creating  this  new,  limited  industrial  zone. 

But  many  residents  were  in  opposition  to  this  proposal,  claiming  it 
would  be  detrimental  to  the  town.  "You're  effecting  the  whole  aesthetics  of 
Route  6  and  Marion  in  general,"  resident  James  Verni  said.  And  Donald 
Weber  wanted  to  know  if  the  Conservation  Commission  (ConCom)  had 
visited  the  site  in  question,  since  it  contained  a  great  deal  of  wetlands.  "Until 
the  (ConCom)  visits  the  site  and  a  detailed  study  is  made,  I  would  propose 
that  this  article  be  tabled,"  Mr.  Weber  said. 

Other  residents  were  concerned  that  this  plan  was  part  of  a 
scheme  to  develop  a  parcel  before  it  was  even  in  the  town's  possession.  And 
Mr.  Verni  noted  that  the  property  was  in  close  proximity  to  Old  Rochester 
Regional  High  School,  and  many  students  traveled  along  Route  6  before  and 
after  school.  "You're  trying  to  sell  us  a  bill  of  goods  based  on  an  idea  that 
hasn't  been  proven  yet,"  Mr.  Verni  said.  "What's  the  big  rush?  Why  tonight?" 

But  Mr.  Walker  assured  residents  that  the  Planning  Board  was  only 
looking  to  create  a  new  limited  business  district  before  someone  from  outside 
of  town  developed  the  property.  "This  is  an  opportunity  for  us  to  do 
something  as  a  lown  Meeting  before  the  concrete  trucks  arrive,"  he  said.  "I 
truly  believe  if  this  article  passes  tonight,  we'll  be  in  better  shape  than  if  (the 
property)  is  developed  for  residential  purposes." 

There  seemed  to  be  enough  concern  over  the  business  zoning  issue 
to  put  doubt  in  voters'  minds,  however,  as  the  article  was  indefinitely 
postponed  via  majority  vote. 

■  The  second  evening  of  the  Marion  Special  Town  Meeting  was 
called  to  order  on  Tuesday,  March  11  at  7:08  pm  by  Town  Moderator  David  B. 
Titus,  having  noted  the  presence  of  a  quorum. 

Donald  Kusza  of  the  Planning  Board  introduced  and  discussed 
Articles  S8,  S9,  and  S10  —  all  of  which  proposed  to  regulate  and  control 
certain  types  of  businesses  in  town. 

Under  Article  S8,  voters  considered  adopting  regulations  to 
govern  establishments  which  feature  so-called  adult-oriented  goods  and 
services.  Among  the  cited  businesses  which  would  fall  into  this  category: 
adult  bookstores,  adult  cabarets,  adult  motion  picture  theaters,  adult 
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paraphenalia  stores,  and  adult  video  stores. 

Residents  wanted  a  clarification  as  to  why  this  by-law  was  being 
proposed.  "Do  1  understand  the  purpose  of  this  article  is  not  to  encourage 
adult  entertainment,"  asked  Robert  Marso,  "but  rather  discourage  it,  by 
making  it  difficult  to  get  a  permit?" 

"As  I  understand  the  argument  here,  there  is  a  First  Amendment 
free  speech  right,  which  precludes  us  from  completely  prohibiting  such 
businesses,"  Mr.  Kusza  said.  "But  we  can  establish  regulations  which  address 
how  these  activities  and  where  these  activities  are  located." 

There  being  no  further  discussion,  voters  unanimously  approved 
Article  S8. 

"Article  S9  is  a  related  article,"  Mr.  Kusza  said.  "The  primary 
intent  of  this  article  is  to  limit  or  preclude  drive-through  restaurants  in 
(Manon)." 
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Resident  Lee  Hayes  wanted  to  know  why  in  the  by-law  certain 
zones  were  specified  as  needed  a  Special  Permit,  and  why  other  zones  such 
businesses  were  deemed  "Not  Allowed." 

"We  have  several  very  small  restaurants  of  a  scale  which  is 
suitable  to  the  town,  which  we  don't  want  to  put  in  jeopardy,"  Planning 
Board  member  Jay  Crowley  said.  "If  we  made  them  all  'Not  Allowed,'  we 
would  force  them  out.  But  we  felt  we  needed  to  limit  larger  (restaurants) 
which  are  now  quite  popular."  With  that,  voters  unanimously  approved 
Article  99. 

Under  Article  SIO,  Donald  Kusza  noted:  "This  is  not  a  program  to 
encourage  large  retail  businesses  in  any  area,  but  to  recognize  that  our 
existing  by-laws  don't  address  the  classification  of  General  Retail.  It's  really 
based  on  your  input  and  the  recommendation  of  the  Growth  Management 
Committee."  Article  SIO  was  approved  via  2/3  majority  vote. 

Article  Sll  was  also  approved  via  a  hand-count  vote:  46  in  favor, 
13  against.  "The  purpose  of  (Article  Sll)  is  provide  a  very  limited  number  of 
apartments  in  two  districts,"  Planning  Board  member  William  Brennan  said. 

Under  Article  S12,  the  Planning  Board  proposed  to  lessen  the 
burden  on  small  business  owners  by  lowering  the  requirements  for  a  Site 
Review  Plan.  "The  Planning  Board,  quite  a  number  of  people  in  town,  and 
the  Growth  Management  Committee,  all  felt  the  Site  Plan  Review  was  too 
hard  on  businesses,"  Mr.  Brennan  said.  "We've  changed  it,  turned  the  Major 
Site  Plan  Review  into  200  square  feet,  thereby  making  it  easier  for  smaller 
businesses."  Article  S12  was  passed  unanimously. 

There  was  some  discussion  of  the  wording  and  semantics 
governing  the  need  for  buffers  between  business  and  residential  structures  in 
Article  S13. 

"The  purpose  of  this  article  is  to  require  that  buffers  are  created 
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between  businesses  and  residential  properties,"  Mr.  Brennan  said.  "This  will 
reduce  nuisances  such  as  noise,  dirt,  dust,  lights ...  and  protect  property 
values." 

"I  have  a  philosophical  problem  with  this  (article),"  said  resident 
Donald  Weber.  "Ecologically,  you  don't  have  a  sound  plan  here.  Business 
owners  will  think  this  requires  low  maintenance.  I  guess  1  envision  a  situation 
here  where  dead  limbs,  refuse  and  debris  would  be  considered  undesirable  in 
any  situation."  After  approving  certain  amendments  made  by  Mr.  Weber, 
voters  considered  the  article  as  proposed. 

"With  all  due  respect  to  the  conversation,  I'm  not  sure  we  want  to 
be  micromanaging  the  landscaping  in  our  by-laws,"  resident  Steve  Hayes 
said.  "It  seems  to  me  we're  getting  into  detail  which  may  not  be  right  for  the 
town." 

Resident  Karen  Jacobsen  agreed.  "I  was  wondering  if  we  have 
plant  police?"  she  asked.  "Who's  going  to  enforce  this?" 

"Although  we  don't  have  plant  police,  we  sometimes  have 
distressed  neighbors,"  Ms.  Crowley  said.  "And  when  we  go  for  a  Site  Plan 
Review,  we  write  out  all  our  observations.  Any  violations  would  then  be 
enforced  by  the  Building  Inspector.  The  Planning  Board  cannot  enforce  any 
by-laws." 

"I  like  the  intention  of  this  article,"  said  Toby  Burr.  "I  realize  there 
are  times  when  you  require  screens  and  buffers.  But  I  think  the  article  is  a 
cannon  where  a  pistol  would  be  better  off ...  it  seems  a  little  unfair  to  existing 
businesses." 

"Mr.  Burr  is  speaking  from  the  position  of  a  business  person,"  said 
Robert  Marso.  "But  you  should  be  aware  that  residents  also  have  problems 
with  new  businesses." 

With  that,  voters  turned  down  the  article:  37  in  favor,  25  against. 
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Mr.  Titus  noted  that  having  failed  to  achieve  the  necessary  2/3  majority  vote, 
the  article  was  defeated. 

"Article  S14  is  the  subject  of  Special  Permits,"  said  Ms.  Crowley. 
"Although  many  boards  have  authority  to  grant  Special  Permits,  their 
authority  is  not  spelled  out.  This  way,  there  is  a  whole  list  of  specific  things 
which  have  to  be  considered  when  issuing  a  Special  Permit.  It's  helpful  to  the 
applicants,  it's  helpful  to  the  boards."  Article  S14  was  unanimously  approved 
by  voters. 

Under  Article  S15,  resident  Donald  Weber  was  concerned  that  the 
stipulations  would  contribute  to  "light  pollution"  in  town.  But  Jay  Crowley 
disagreed. 

"It  seems  to  me  that  adequate  lighting  is  necessary,  especially  in 
New  England  in  the  winter  time,"  Ms.jCrowley  said.  "I  regret  the  light 
pollution,  but  I  feel  the  safety  of  our  citizens  —  especially  the  elderly  — 
greatly  outweighs  the  potential  for  light  pollution."  With  that,  Article  S15  was 
carried  unanimously. 

"Article  S16  is  not  part  of  the  Zoning  By-Laws,"  Ms.  Crowley  said. 
"This  is  an  amendment  to  the  Marion  By-Laws,  which  fall  under  the 
jurisdiction  of  the  Board  of  Selectmen,  to  create  a  new  section  for  Access 
Permits.  Currently,  the  state  of  Massachusetts,  which  allows  more  leeway  to 
developers  than  other  states,  says  if  you  have  a  lot  on  an  existing  frontage 
which  is  a  public  way  (not  a  paper  street),  you  may  rightly  have  a  lot  off  that 
parcel.  This  creates  a  possible  safety  problem.  This  (by-law)  allows 
developers  to  make  public  access  (road  cuts)  which  are  safe ...  and  gives  the 
Board  of  Selectmen  the  power  to  require  roads  which  meet  certain  safety 
standards."  Article  S16  was  carried  unanimously. 

Article  S17  was  amended  to  delete  the  section  referring  to 
"Building  Height"  as  previously  discussed  under  Article  S5.  "The  intent  of 
removing  this  section  of  Article  S17  is  to  address  the  concerns  of  many 
residents  over  building  heights  and  the  proper  definitions,"  Mr.  Kusza  said. 
"We  are  not  deleting  it  with  the  intent  of  removing  it  from  consideration,  we 
will  be  revisiting  this  issue  at  a  later  date."  With  that,  Article  S17  passed 
unanimously. 

There  being  no  further  articles  to  consider,  the  Special  Town 
Meeting  was  adjourned  at  9:03  pm. 
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Rochester  Selectmen's  Meeting 

March  10,  1997

A  regular  meeting  of  the  Rochester  Board  of 
Selectmen  was  called  to  order  on  Monday,  March  10  at 
7:00  pm  by  Chairman  Lorraine  Roy  Hawkes.  Also  present 
were  Selectman  William  D.  Chamberlain,  Executive 
Secretary  Russell  Dean,  and  Secretary  Veronica  Lafreniere. 

After  approving  the  minutes  of  the  March  3 
meeting,  the  board  met  with  Albert  J.  Teufel  from  NYNEX 
regarding  three  poles  the  telephone  company  would  like 
to  erect  on  Neck  Road.  The  plan  is  for  the  poles  to  support 
larger,  heavier  cables  which  both  the  electric  company 
and  telephone  company  will  utilize.  These  poles  would 
help  eliminate  large  space  in  between  existing  poles.  The 
request  for  NYNEX  to  start  erecting  the  poles  was 
unanimously  approved  by  the  board,  but  not  before 
Selectman  Chamberlain  brought  up  a  bothersome  issue. 

Selectman  Chamberlain  pointed  out  that  there  are 
around  50  existing  poles  in  Rochester  that  have  either 
split  or  have  been  damaged  due  to  automobile  accidents. 
Mr.  Teufel  agreed  with  Selectman  Chamberlain  about  the 
poles  and  he  gave  Selectman  Chamberlain  the  name  of  a 
contact  person  to  discuss  this  very  issue.  If  anyone  has 
any  questions  about  utility  poles  in  the  area,  they  should 
call  Priscilla  Anderson  at  991-3500. 

At  7:25  pm  the  board  met  with  Civil  Defense 
Director  Paul  Ciaburri  to  discuss  circumstances  involving 
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the  generator  at  Old  Colony  Regional  Vocational 
Technical  High  School.  The  generator  has  been  suspect  for 
many  months  now,  only  working  sporadically.  When  the 
generator  fails,  the  facility  does  lose  electricity.  But  more 
importantly,  the  building  also  loses  phone  access.  No 
communication  can  be  spoken  between  two  parties  after 
the  school  loses  power. 

Since  definite  figures  involving  the  project  have 
not  been  made  available  yet,  Chairman  Hawkes  decided 
to  wait  until  further  information  can  be  used  in  the 
decision  process.

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Stern  yearns  to  gain 
understanding  and 
respect  in  new  bio-pic

■  Private  Parts.  Starring  Howard  Stern  and  Mary 
McCormack.  Directed  by  Betty  Thomas.  Running 
time:  111  minutes.  MPAA  rating:  R.  At  Cinema  8  in 
North  Dartmouth. 

Howard  Stem  is  the  fourth  controversial  bad  boy 
in  as  many  months  to  get  a  movie  made  about  him,  the 
other  three  being  Larry  Flynt  and  Beavis  and  Butt- 
Head.  Of  the  four,  I  prefer  Beavis  and  Butt-Head;  at 
least  they  didn't  get  a  mainstream  face-lift  the  way 
Flynt  and  Stern  have,  and  nobody  touted  them  as 
defenders  of  free  speech  or  champions  of  good,  dirty 
fun.  If  pornographers  and  shock-jocks  insist  on  their 
right  to  be  offensive,  why  do  they  seem  to  crave  our 
respect  and  approval? 

Private  Parts,  which  stars  Stern  as  himself,  is  just 
about  the  last  word  in  disingenuous  self-glorification. 
The  movie  is  less  offensive  than  defensive.  Poor 
Howard!  Nobody  understands  him.  Some  of  the  film  is 
funny;  I  laughed  at  Stern's  battles  with  his  priggish 
boss,  played  to  cartoon  perfection  by  Paul  Giamatti. 
But  overall  it  plays  like  another  stage  of  Stern's 
ongoing  campaign  to  win  the  hearts  and  minds  of 
America. 

What's  limp  and  soft  about  Private  Parts  is  that  it 
aims  shamelessly  for  the  heart  (when  it  isn't  elbowing 
us  in  the  ribs  with  all  the  leering  about  lesbians)  and 
misses  the  mind.  That  sounds  like  an  absurd  criticism, 
but  I've  heard  Stern  on  the  radio  and  read  his  first 
book,  and  he  can  be  genuinely  witty  (when  he  isn't 
being  cutesy  and  puerile).  If  you  don't  believe  me, 


here's  Albert  Brooks  quoted  in  a  recent  Neiv  Yorker 
piece  on  Stern:  "What  makes  him  really  special  is 
simple:  he's  funny  ...  Howard  has  wit,  and  wit  stands 
out  like  crazy." 

Not  in  this  movie,  it  doesn't.  Instead  we  get 
scenes  calculated  to  show  us  what  a  sensitive  mensch 
Howard  really  is.  I  don't  doubt  that  Stern  loves  his 
heroically  patient  wife  Alison  (played  here  by  Murder 
One's  Mary  McCormack  in  a  warm  and  bemused 
performance),  but  I  was  uncomfortable  with  the  way 
the  movie  keeps  trotting  her  out  as  proof  that  the 
sultan  of  shock  radio  has  a  tender  side.  The  script  also 
glides  right  over  Alison's  fury  at  Stern  for  joking  about 
her  miscarriage  on  the  air.  Gee,  doesn't  she  get  it?  It's 
all  in  the  fun. 

Private  Parts  follows  a  familiar  comedy  arc:  it's 
Good  Morning,  New  York,  with  the  fearless  radio  hero 
fighting  uptight  bureaucrats  and  coming  to  grips  with 
his  own  libido  instead  of  the  horrors  of  war.  Director 
Betty  Thomas  (The  Brady  Bunch  Movie)  works  with  her 
usual  tone  of  wobbly  deadpan  irony,  and  the  movie  is 
cruddy-looking  (surprising,  coming  from 
cinematographer  Walt  Lloyd,  who  shot  sex,  lies  and 
videotape)  and  ineptly  staged.  Guaranteed  laugh-getters 
like  Fartman  and  the  Kielbasa  Queen  (whose  infamous 
trick  is  ruined  by  intrusive  reaction  shots)  turn  out  not 
to  be  so  guaranteed. 

As  for  Stern,  he  may  be  the  master  of  his  domain 
on  the  radio,  but  he  doesn't  necessarily  have  a  future  in 
movies.  He  isn't  bad  in  Private  Parts  —  he  has  some 
inspired  sad-sack  moments  playing  himself  as  a  dorky 
college  kid  who  can't  even  score  with  a  blind  woman. 
But  what  comes  next?  What's  left  to  discover  of  this 
man  who  blurts  out  his  life  and  fantasies  on  the  air  and 
in  books?  In  Private  Parts,  Howard  Stern  does  in 
cinematic  terms  what  he  did  all  through  college.  By  the 
end,  you  realize  he's  pretty  much  shot  his  wad.

The  most  common  problem  in  guinea  pigs  is  scurvy, 
which  is  caused  by  a  Vitamin  C  deficiency.  Your 
guinea  pig's  signs  are  consistant  with  this  nutritional 
disorder. 

How  can  I  prevent  my  guinea  pig  from  developing  scurvy? 

1.  Purchase  small  bags  of  pellets.  Vitamin  C  only  lasts 
in  pellets  for  3  months  from  the  time  that  it  is  manu- 
factured. 

2.  Supplement  his  diet  with  vegetables  that  are  rich  in 
Vitamin  C  such  as  peppers,  kale  and  dandelion  leaves. 

3.  Supplement  his  diet  with  Vitamin  C  drops  that  are 
made  for  children.  50mg  per  day  is  safe.
